WHEREAS, Brad F. Randaccio, 50 Fountain Plaza, Suite 1700, Buffalo, NY, 14202 is 

forming a sewage-works corporation to be named Birch Creek Run Sewer Works Corp., 

under Article 10-115 of the Transportation Corporations Law, and 

 

WHEREAS, the purpose of this corporation is to engage in any lawful act or activity 

relating to service for twenty one (21) patio homes to be located within Birch Creek Run, 

for which a sewage-works corporation may be organized under NYS Transportation 

Corporations Law, and  

 

WHEREAS, as a condition for the formation of the corporation, the controlling 

municipality needs to give its consent, and 
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WHEREAS, the Village Board of the Village of Alden deems it is in the best interest of 

the Village to approve the formation of the Birch Creek Run Sewer Works Corporation; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Mayor is hereby authorized to execute 

the Consent to Formation Letter, approving the formation of a sewage-works corporation, 

to be known as the Birch Creek Run Sewer Works Corporation, by Brad R. Randaccio, to 

engage in lawful acts or activities relating to service for twenty one (21) patio homes to 

be located within the Birch Creek Run Development, which are allowed under Article 10-

115 of the NYS Transportation Corporations Law.

All electronics must be brought to the 

DPW building on Railroad St., and must bring I/D to prove you are a village 

resident.  We also do not pick up tires.  It is illegal to drop tires off at 

residents houses in the village and we will pursue with legal action. 

Mayor Manicki – we are in the process of doing an income survey and it is 

very important, that residents complete and return them.  they go directly to 

the firm hired to complete the survey and no village officials will see your 

returns.  They are coded by a number, no names and area strictly 

confidential. The Mayor recognized several employees of Gamma and the 

members of the Alden Hook and Ladder Fire Company, commended for 

their action of saving an employee’s life at the facility.
